Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1,4-6, 14-19 and 26 - 27 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record, either singularly or in combination, fall to anticipate or 
render obvious the recited feature "the map-related information Is route-related 
information related to routes on the map used for route calculation; intersection points of 
road are designated as nodes; the route-related information comprises sets of subject 
node Information each corresponding to one of a plurality of nodes present on each 
road and sets of adjacent node information corresponding to nodes connecting with 
individual subject nodes; the route-related information corresponding to the core portion 
comprises the subject node information and the adjacent node information; and the 
route-related Information corresponding to the overlap portion Is generated by 
eliminating the adjacent node Information corresponding to specific nodes from the 
route-related information corresponding to the core portion", as recited in the 
independent claim 1 and similar limitation of independent claims 14 and 27. 

The dependent claims, being definite, further limiting, and fully enabled by the 
specification are also allowed.
